TYPHUS SPREAD ALARMING.

OMSK, Thursday, 2 17.—The 
American Red Cross undertaken 
to establish and administer quaran- 
tine stations along the trans-Siber- 
lan railroad in an effort to stamp 
out typhus, which is spreading at 
an alarming rate.

At Inokentievskaya, near Irkutsk, he 
found 300 patients Without blankets, 
in barren barracks, and attended the 
convalescents. In filthy box cars in 
frent of the barracks were 1000 
other patients, among whom ‘there 
are from twenty to thirty deaths 
daily. Several thousand more in a 
similar condition were found be- 
tween Irkutsk and Omsk, all being 
virtually without attention 

In talking with Col. Teusler, Ad- 
miral Kolchak spoke words of high- 
est praise for the work of the Red 
Cross in Siberia, and asked that 
formal thanks de transmitted to 
Washington. 

Col. Teusler reports having out- 
fitted 10,000 beds in Russian hos- 
pitals in addition to nine hospitals 
with 3800 veds under the manage- 
ment of the Red Cross.
